Tha G-roivteat Wretcli of 
Modern Times. 

Tlio mnu Williuiu Thompson King, 
through whoso unparalleled villainy the 
terriblo explosion occurrod at Bromen- 
haveu on tho 11th inst., may bo classed as 
tho groutost wretch of modern times— 
worse, oven, than Guy Fawkes. Fawkes 
conspired to blow up tho King and Par- 
liament and hundreds of spectators; but, 
in judging of mon's acts we must consi- 
der their motivos. Guy Fawkes was iin- 
puilecl to tho commission of a great orimo 
by fanaticism which took possession of 
him, tinned his brain and rondored him, 
and those who acted with him, incapable 
of rightly estimating tho consequences to 
others, whilst they woro indifferent to tho 
consequences that might befall thorn- 
solvos. Tho odious Bremonhaveu con- 
spirator, however, wits actuated by a grood 
for gain. Tho nRtrnt of equally guilty 
■wretchos in Now York city, ho was sent to 
Germany . overal months ago to perfect 
an infernal machine and to placo it on 
board an Atuorican stoamship as a goods 
package This machine was fitted with 
works liko a clock, and tiuiod so that in 
mid-ocean it would explode nnd tear tho 
ship to pieces. Thompson intended to ac- 
company the ship as far ob Southampton, 
there ship a number of packages contain- 
ing worthless articles, insure them as 
valuables to a large amount, and pocket 
tho insurance when news camoof the loss 
ol tho steamship. The hellish plot was 
in a moasure defeated by a porter on the 
tha crowded wharf at Bremenhaven, 
who, handling tho infernal packago rather 
roughly, it exploded, killing and wound- 
ing about 190 persons who woro on tho 
■wharf at the time and doing great dam- 
age to property. Thompson finding his 
design on the steamship frustrated, shot 
himself through tho head, but did not 
die until ho had disclosed tho names of 
his accomplices who, we hopo, will bo 
brought to justice. The telegrams de- 
scribing the dreadful affair read more 
like the romantic emanations of a highly- 
»pasoi:3U brum than the simple narration 
of an actual occurrence of our own day. 

"Would it not be Better? 

We observe that our contemporary has 
a penchant for reproducing in its col- 
umns tho enunciations of tho Victoria 
correspondent of tho Toronto Mail — pro- 
bably because it is glad to find a sympa- 
thiser, however oontostiblo his "facts" 
may bo. We have not tho faintest idea 
who this correspondent may bo. Of course 
not; but he is e;idontly an amiable gen- 
tleman of rather florid'ideas and vigorous 
imagination. Now if ho is a resident of 
Victoria, and if this humble paragraph 
should reach his oyo, wo would respect- 
fully suggest tho propriety of bis having 
his letters published in the Standard be- 
fore sending them to Toronto for publi- 
cation. By this means his "statements" 
might be corrected hero and only "facts" 
go forward to tho Mail. Under the ex- 
isting arrangement the Standard is sim- 
ply made ridiculous by the publication 
of political forecasts, deductions and spe- 
culations which appear reasonable enough 
when the letters are posted, bnt which 
prove, beforo tho loters get back, to be 
mere moonshine.

THE COFFERDAM CONTRACT. 

Four and-a half Months of 
Rflyeterious Delay Ex- 
plained ! 

The Contractors Allowed to SELL 
tho Contract in London! 



Tlio contract for tbo construction of a 
cofferdam at Esquiiu alt -was awarded on 
tho 18th of August last, just four months 
ago. The failure of the Local Govern- 
ment to insist upon tho work beiug pro- 
ceeded with at a time when labor was 
plentiful in our city, and when many men 
might havo been retained among bur po- 
pulation who havo since left tho Province 
and aro probably lost to it forever, has 
been tho subject of general comment, es- 
pecially since Messrs. Walkem & Co. have 
loudly condemned tho shortcomings of 
the Dominion Government, and shown 
no mercy in their dealings with other con- 
tractors. Tho mystery is at length ex- 
plained. The two tenders for tho dam 
that found tho most favor at tho laud 
office wero the following:

Wo confess to a pardonable 
in favor of our fellow-citizens receiving 
tho award, although the closenoss of tho 
tendering was generally remarked upon 
as a suspicious circumstance at the time. 
Raed Bros. & Co.'s tender, bo it remem- 
bered, was in the banc's of tho Lund 
Office authorities bouio time beforo the 
date expired for receiving tho tenders, 
which were opened in private— a, mode of 
conducting business against which wo 
have always protested, as giving room 
' for tho practice of tho grossest corruption. 
Well, the upshot of tho whole affair is 
that, after four months of weary waiting, 
nnd with a firm of engineers residing in 
Loudon.and anothor engineer residing at 
Victoria drawing a largo monthly stipend 
from tho Government, (notwithstanding 
that tho work has not been touched,) 
Hayward & Jenkinxon have been allowed to 
tell their contract to Reed Bro: <C Oo.l 
"Whether they realized a profit has not 
transpired jet; but wo believe we aro cor- 
rect in tho statement that tho four months 
expenses which the Province has incurr- 
ed while tkis bargain and sale havo been 
in progress, have not bem deducted from 
the amount to be paid for the work. These 
expenses foot up to a large sum— proba- 
bly a tenth of tho cost of tho dam. People 
will naturally ask why ouo particular him 
should be thus favored at the expense o; 
(he Province. There is certainly reason for 
tho graveU suspicion and it is the general 
opinion it will bi bard indeed for the Gov- 
ernment to emerge from a strict investi- 
gation by tho House with ole&n hands.

Our latest 
information is of a serious character, in- 
dicating a probability of a general insur- 
rection and ft religious war. It would 
seem ns if tho inhabitants of British Ma- 
lacca, emboldened by tho protracted and 
partially successful resistance of tho Ma- 
lays at Acheen to tho Dutch forces, think 
that tho time has com.) when they also 
can drive out tbo British. And they 
havo assassinated Mr. Birch, our resident 
consul at, Perak, and Captain [ones and 
soma soldiers have also been killed. Fifty 
ono years ago wo obtained possession of 
Ponang and Malacca. This now aocossiou 
to tho Empire wasdoaigi at ;d "Tho Straits 
Settlements," aud until 1867 were under 
tho Governor-General of India. Since 
then thoy havo been a separate colony 
with their own Governor. Tbo immediate 
occasion oi tho present outbreak seems to 
bo thiri: About two and twenty months 
ago thoro was a dispute as to the nucces 
sion to tho then vacant throne Sultan 
Abdallah was tho rightful heir, but a 
usurper called Ismael, seized tho throne 
aud was proclaimed Sultan by his froe- 
booting followers. Wo, perhaps impru- 
dently, interfered in favor of the rightful 
heir, appointed Mr. Birch to bo British 
Resident at Perak, together with a mertf 
handful of soldiers for his protection. 
The revolutionary party wero frustr tod 
but also exasperated. Thoy continually 
plotted against tbo reigning Sultan and 
against us. Now tbey havo risen against 
both, and wherounto this thing may grow 
no ono can tell. Wo have three gunboats 
and 100 men in the Straits of Malacca, 
and tho British Government havo given 
orders for ITjOO mou and several gunboat! 
to bo sont immediately from Calcutta and 
Hongkong. Tho telegraph is of wonder- 
ful service to us at such a crisis. Let 
those who sneer at Bcienco not forget how 
great aro our obligations for tho practical 
sorvico it renders."

(Toronto rlatlon, (Opposition,) Nov. 20. J 

Iu the Treaty with British Columbia 
and tho Pacific Railway, tho lato Govern- 
ment bequeathed to its Buocossora n lega- 
cy of embarrassment which entitles them 
to profound commiseration. To cool- 
lieadod men and thoso who regarded only 
the commercial interest of tho country, it 
was evident from tho boginning that the 
enterprise, in tho present state .of tho 
country and of our resources, was an ab- 
surdity, that tho Treaty binding us to 
take it was a crime.' An Ottawa corres- 
poudent of tho Loudon .Canadian News 
says on this subjict. "Tho agreement en- 
tered into with British Columbia to build 
tho road was not only tho worst act of tho 
Macdonold Administration, but tho most 
foolish arrangement of the interprovin- 
cial kind upon record. Tho grand mistake 
of the present Administration, and they 
perceive it now when almost too Into, lay 
in not promptly repudiating it." Tho last 
sentence, though true in point of fact, is 
rather hard upon the present Govern- 
ment. Tho frank and manly repudiation 
of popular delusion is not tho fashion 
among politicians; aud governments can- 
not bo expected to do anything eccontric. 
Wo will frankly confess that decided as 
our own conviction has been, while wo 
have said all in tho way of warning thut 
we thought discreet, wo havo not Said all 
wo wished, so helpless did it appear to 
bo to struggle against the current of en- 
thusiasm or politic acquiescento. . I3ul 
now there is not a man of aenso in tho 
country who does not in private at leant 
uvow his belief that tho project, westward 
of Manitoba, must bo abandoned. To this 
conclusion tho Government, wo have no 
doubt, has practically come. Tho section 
eastward of Lake Nipissingis already un- 
der contract. A connection will bo made 
with Manitoba; and there the Govern- 
ment will stop. The British Columbians, 
so far as can bo ascertained, caro very 
little for the railroad or for tho connect- 
ion with Canada; what they care for is the expendi- 
ture of money in British Columbia.
